2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The limitations of a hall 
display device for an elevator group supervisory system wherein hall calls are made and assigned and a 
display in a first mode illustrates the car and over a period of time and wherein after an elapsed time is 
entered into a second display mode, is not taught or reasonably suggested by the cited art of record.
